rE HAVE talked about food, infections and food poison- 


“ing resulting-from some ¢ 


mon cause of severe poisoning is 
, that of a certain form of mush- 
7 raoms. Many kinds of mushrooms 
are very delicious and perfectly 
f Reentless. Other forms are ex- 
i tremely poi- 
sonous. 
There are 
many vays 
of determin- 
ing the good 
from the bad. 
I have been 
told by dif- 
ferent indi- 
viduals many 
and varied 
wavs of dis- 
tinge ushing 
§ the sate kind, 
but outside of 
DR. CHRISMAN a few varie- 
ties, the dif-

Fas to make me certain. 
So, I have formed the habit of 
allowing an expert to make the 
decision, and then I insist on his 
eating some of them first while 
1 observe the results. If he lives, 
I feel safe in following his ex- 
ample. I am informed that the 
amanita and volvaria types are 
.the cause of fatal accidents, but 
sometimes the difference between 
them and others is not so dis- 
ytinctly marked as to relieve al! 
‘my fears. Even mushroom ex- 
perts are sometimes mistaken.

t Some Fish Poisonous 


Fish are probably next in the 
list. Only a few of the fish found 
outside the tropics contain nat- 
ural poisons, but at certain times 
some common fish may develop 
poisonous substances. 

At the spawning scason, the 
roe of different members of the 
pike, the sturgeon family, and 
the varbel have been known to 
cause serigus trouble. Mussels 
occasionaily contain poisons. 

In the tropics, many fish are 
harmful. Fugu, puffers, balloon 
fish, and globe fish are always to 
be avoided. It is said that in 
Japan, the fugu is so poisonous 
that it is often eaten for suicidal 
Purposes. 

It is quite possible for external 


» poisons to get into fodds, ether 


intentionally or by accident. Irri- 
tating substances, such as arsen- 
ic from paris green, insect’ pew- 


ders, caustic alkalies, can get 
into the food amd cause pain, 
cramps, and diarrhea, and be 


ynistaken for ptomaine poison- 
ing. 

Caustic potash, used im clean- 
ing cooking utensils is not always 
cleaned out of the vessel and can 
cause fatal poisening. Ergotism 
sometimes results from a fungus 
that develops in the flowers of 
rye and other grains, causin:z 
either an acute or chronic poi- 
soning, with resulting nervous 
and convulsive symptoms or even 
gangrenous conditions. Old 
sprouting potatoes have been 
known to cause trouble and 
should be used cautiously. 


k The Matter of Diet 


Faulty diet, such as an excess 


of certain types of food, or a 
deficiency of other types, opens 
the way to diseased conditions 
such as scurvy, beri-beri, or pel- 
lagra. 

Eating too fast, eating too 
much, eating unbalanced mix- 
tures, and eating when exhausted 
may produce the occasion for 
gastro-intestinal upsets. Unripe 
fruit and uncooked vegetables 
‘are guilty in many cases of so- 
called indigestion. 

There is another kind of poi- 
soning from food in which the 
food is perfectly good, fresh, and 
umcontaminated. yet much dis- 
tress follows eating and is due to 
the individual peculiarity of the 
person himself. These are called 
food allergies, and are a condi- 
tion of your own system, which 
@auses certain types of food to 
réact badly for you. 


: Many individuals are hyper- 


sensitive to such foods-as shell. 


, strawberries, tomatoes. pork, 
eggs, milk, and many other items, 
because of various reactions in 
different persons. Strawberries, 
fish, tomatoes, and cheese are Apt 
to: cause urticdtia or hives. Ce- 
reals, pork, afid. milk: may cause 
various. skin diseases; such as 
eczema. Eggs may se eczema 
and symptoms of. asthma. 


These peeuliarities are often 
inherited. Some of these may be 
overcome by the patient eating 


small amounts of the offending - 


food often, not enough to cause 


trouble, and gradually increasing | 


the amount taken in the sane 


manner that hay fever is ¢on-~ 


trolled by using small doses of 
the offending pollen and inc¥eds- 
ing the tolerance.

F YOU carry your head smartly,
